SMALLPOX IN IPSWICH. 


Other People Beside* the Greeks Are 


Having It. 


A despatch from Ipswich, Mass., on 


Thursday said: 
. .The smallpox scare here, instead of 
subsiding, has 
increased and

over it 
Yesterday a Polish girl was

house was placed in. quarantine until 
the arrival of Dr. Morse of Boston. 


The work of vaccinating the opera- 


tives of the mills is still going on. 
Nearly four hundred have 
/already 


been vaccinated. 


The other three smallpox patients 


were removed to the pest house on 
Lalfeman's lanfe on Tuesday night, 
they being 
accompanied 
by Dr. 


Ames and the nurse. 


It was reported today that 
this 


house is not suitable for A pest 
house, because it cannot be heated 
roperly and that the board of health 
las taken a 'house 
at the foot of 


River Court, the property of the Ips- 
wich mills corporation1, and the pa- 
tients will be placed in quarantin* 
here. This house is in close prox- 
mity to other houses and when this 
Deport wasi heard it created a furore 
n that vicinity. 


Several families have already made 


arrangements to move if this house is 
made into a pest house, and others 
are objecting strenuously. It is not 


suitable place for such a house, 


as there are other houses all around 
t, and it would be just as well had 
the patients been left 
where 
they 


were.

of his! countrymen who have a grudge 
against hion.

keeper and that they took this- meth- 
od to get square. 


The authorities are hard at work

The case, which* originated in Kan- 


sas, where the plaintiff resides, has 
been before the public for twenty- 
four years in one form or another. 
Twice before it has found its way to 
the supreme court, which was called 
upon to pass upon disputed points of 
law. When Mrs. Hillmon first brought 
suit, there were three respondents—the 
New Yotk Life, the Mutual Life and 
the Connecticut Mutual Life—and the 
nfflSregate of her claims was $25,000.

T,wlce before it has found Its way to 
the supreme court, which was called 
upon to pass upon disputed points of 
law. When Mrs. Hillmon first brought 
suit, there were three respondents—th« 
New York Life, the Mutual Life and 
the Connecticut Mutual Life—nnd the 
aggregate of her claims was $25,000. 
She obtained Judgment in the first hear- 
ing, whereupon tb« New York Life and 
the Mutual Life settled with her, pay- 
ing her $10,000 each, leaving the Con- 
necticut Mutual to flght It out alone, 
which it has been doing for nearly a 
quarter of a century without bringing 
the case'to n finish. 


Mrs. Hillmon in her original petition 


of March 17, 1879, contended that th« 
provisions of the policy had been com- 
piled with and tho* her husband was 
dead nnd was burled on a certain date 
In Kansas. The respondent set up that 
her husband and two others conspired 
to defraud them by representing that 
Hillmon vras dead and substituting a 
corpse for burial. 


The case has figured in circuit courts, 


superior courts, appellate courts and 
the federal supreme court, and now It 
goes gayly and cheerfully back to the 
trial courts for n seventh hearing, nnd 
In due course of time, if nothing hap- 
pens to pretent. it may find its way 
to the court of last resort again, pos- 
sibly to go buck for its eighth trial. 
Aa un example of persistency of liti- 
gants and of the law's delay the case 
of Snlllc Hillmon versus the Connecti- 
cut Mtftunl Life stands out conspicu- 
ous in the n minis of American Juris- 
prudence, and it seems likely to go on 
Indefinitely, as tbe last decision Is like- 
ly to encourage the company to con- 
tinue the fight while the aging plain- 
tiff insists tlmt she will not give up the

000 members, and in nearly 
every 


state of the union there were suffi- 
cient numbers of wheelmen's clubs 
to have a state branch of the league; 
the wheelmen's patronage was ca- 
tered for almost everywhere by hotel 
man, and at the many "wheelmen's 
reat" hostelries they 
were allowed 


special rates. The league exercised a 
powerful influence in the forwarding 
of the good roads movement, an 
the prophet who had then predicted 
the speedy dying out of the great or- 
ganization would have had no hon- 
or in his own country or anywhere 
else. But at the annual meeting ol 
the central governing board of the 
league this year the secretary's re- 
port showed the membership to be 
now but a little over 5,000, and that 
in but six states is the state organi- 
zation of ttve L. A. "W. atill 
main- 


tained. Thta tremendous decline ia 
not easy to explain. Why the bicycle

But the 
illusion is none the less real, for this 
room certainly fiufi'.ls the laudable 
purpose of the artist in using all his 
space to the best advantage. 


No, they are not real flag stones 


that you are stepping on. The paint- 
er has simlply passed his deft brush 
across the old board floor with little 
daubs of black that ore shadowed 
with gray, at angles with the length, 
and the gaping black cracks do the 
rest.

When it is remem- 
bered that all form and grace of lines 
depend upon, truth of scale, and that 
5.. is only by the proper management 
of oijaque color that architectural de- 
tail can be drawn at speed with any 
aort of attractive results one may be 
able to appreciate Mr. Hoxie'a efforts 
more than ever. 


As fcr the splendid furnishings in- 


troduced by studied comparisons to 
harrror.ize with the artist's treatment 
of the room the visitor could readily 
jud«r-.

antique oak correctly 
representing 


the period so aptly chosen was an in- 
teresting exhibit in itself without the 
setti=s rf its artistic background. If 
the iistc:y of the original of each 
piece could be known it would fill 
many volumes.

Though the paillardia Is one of the 


showiest of flowers and sure to attract 
the attention and gain the admiration 
of all who see It for the first time, it is 
seldom found iu gardens, undoubtedly 
because it is so little known. It is a 
native of our southern states and com- 
monly called the blanket flower. Since 
the florists have taken it in hand it has 
been greatly improved, and there are 
now numerous named varieties. The 
flowers are large, often measuring 
three and a half inches in diameter, 
and gracefully poised on long stems, 
which makes them very fine for cut- 
ting. The colors are gorgeous, crim- 
son, scarlet, orange and yellow blend- 
Ing to make a brilliant show. 


The gaillardia is a strong grower 


and constant bloomer, beginning to 
flower in June and continuing until se- 
vere frosts. The 1st of November last 
year some blossoms still lingered. It 
will grow In almost any soil and posi- 
tion, but responds freely to liberal fer- 
tilizing and endures the hot, dry sum- 
mer better than most plants. There 
are both double and single varieties. 
The former are showy and interesting, 
but the latter are generally the most 
admired. 


For massing or planting in groups In 


the hardy border the gaillardia is un- 
surpassed for decorative effect. If one 
does not wish to wait for seeds to 
grow, plants can be obtained of deal- 
ers. 
If protected in the winter with 


light litter, clumps will last for several 
years. 


If you have never cultivated the 


gaillardia, be sure to try it the com- 
ing season. It Is truly worthy of high 
praise and sure to please you.—Tick's.

in helping to keep the eggs warm. A 
nest that is so sparingly made as to 
scarcely keep the eggs from the sides 
and bottom of the box fails in lending 
aid in keeping the eggs warm. Use 
plenty of hay or straw aud pack it 
close and titjbt and have it deep like a I 
bird's nest to the hen will be down 
among the hay or straw, and have the 
lining thick enough to keep the eggs 
away from the box. 


Xests so constructed will lend their 


aid to the work, protect the eggs from 
changes of the weather and assist the ! 
hen in her work, but when so con- j 
structed as to allow the heat to be ; 
drawn away from the eggs the chances 
are that you will not have so large a 
hatch as yon will have when the nests 
nre properly made. We know of some 
who depend entirely upon the hens to 
do the hatching. 1 have seen thirty and 
forty hens on nests of eggs in one room, 
all the nests built in a row and two 
tiers high, the nests roomy and deep 
and the room darkened except when 
the hens came to feed. It is quite as 
easy to have them this way as any 
way. 
They can be let off at noon prior 


to going to your own noonday meal, 
and when you have finished you can 
see to it that all have been off to feed 
by feeling their crops. Place all where 
they belong and shut them in for an- 
other day.

But few have any conception of the 


number of fowls consumed in a large 
dry during Thanksgiving and Christ- 
inas week*. For Thanksgiving week 
there were sold in New York city over 
325,000 turkeys. In former years there 
has been sold a fourth more than thi*. 
a ad as many as 425,000 have been sold 
IB one week, according to the New 
York Herald. This season lurkeyshave 
iK-esi scanv. i.ut well finished and high 
in price. This is the explanation for 
the falling off in sales. Last year tur- 
keys sold at from 4 to 5 cents per 
pound lower in price than this year. 
The same is true of chickens, ducks 
and geese, and even guinea fowls sell 
higher than ever before. AH this should 
prove of advantage to the grower. 


The day has about gone by for low 


prices for poultry and eggs. All that 
is needed now is for us to have good 
quality in our poultry and eggs for 
market, and they will sell well. Now 
is the time to begin to plan for having 
better than ever before. Pull away 
from old time methods of poor quality 
market poultry and work to have the 
very best. For example, turkeys sold 
in the New York market all the way 
from 1C cents per pound to 28 and 3C 
cents per pound. Now, it did not cost 
one cent more per pound to grow the 
higher priced ones than the cheaper 
ones. It is simply a question of care 
and feeding. Those who feed properly 
and well have the finer quality and 
the greater size or weight, while those 
who do not feed properly and well 
have the lesser weight and the lower 
price. Quality controls the market to 
n greater extent than is generally sup- 
nosed. 


It is all very well to allow the grow- 


ing turkeys to hunt for bugs and grass- 
hoppers so long as they are plentiful, 
but so soon as this kind of food dwin- 
dles \ve must supply its place with oth- 
er food if. good, for two reasons—to 
give then a full food supply and to 
prevent them from walking the flesh 
from their bodies going about in an 
rumless way in search of food they 
\vill not find. Just as soon as the cool 
or cold nights begin to lessen the sup- 
ply of wild food of all kinds then we 
must feed the stronger. Always see 
to it that they have all the good, whole- 
some food they will eat at all times. 
That is the way to grow turkeys. If 
there are not plenty of bugs, worms, 
grasshoppers, berries and nuts for 
them, give them all the corn they will 
eat every night and also a good, strong 
feed of it in the morning. 


A TEXAS POULTRY HOUSE.

We have been asked for a plan for a 


convenient poultry house. The writer 
has built and used two according to 
"the plan illustrated in the accompany- 
ing drawing and considers them as 
complete aad convenient as can be de- 
signed. The building is 0 by IS feet, 8 
feet liigh in front and C feet at back. 
As will be seep, the hither end is open. 
This was done to show the interior ar- 
rangement. Attached at this open end 
is an extension of four feet separated 
from the part shown by a latticed par- 
tition as a storage room for feed open- 
ing into the main part of the bouse. In 
the cut D B is the dropping board, 
twenty-eight inches wide, surmounted 
at a height of five inches by a three

inch perch with legs five inches high 
and eight inches apart to prevent 
crowding. Back of the dropping board 
is a partition of wire netting separat- 
ing the house into two compartments, 
one for roosting and laying 5 by 14 feet 
and one for sitting hens 4 by 14. The 
nest boxes marked N completely fill 
the spaee under the dropping board. 
When a hen is done laying and wants 
to sit. give her the eggs and push the 
box back until it opens into the sitting 
compartment. She is then confined and 
safe from intrusion by other fowls: 
'The cut shows one nest box thus 
pushed back. This house should front 
south, and the front side should be 
closed with four inch strips three inch- 
es apart ar.d have a door opening into 
the house and a smaller door opening 
thence into the feed room. The north 
side and the ends are boarded up and 
the joints covered with four inch 
strips.—Farm and Ranch.

Turkey Kainini; For Women. 


Five years a?o Mtes Arlita Martin of 


Texas began raising turkeys. She had 
a flock of live- hens and a gobbler to 
stiut. with. The first jear she raised 
137 birds In the spring and seventy- 
nine in the full, which she sold at an 
average of J>7 cents each. The greater 
part of the. first year's earnings was 
spent the second year in buying food 
and building houses and yards for bor 
fowls. She bought five common hens 
and put them to hatching turkeys' 
9£K* at the same time turkey liens 
were s'M, and when the poults ap- 
peared they were all given to the com- 
mon hens, while the Uukey hens were 
broken up and soon l.iid another clutch 
of e^'gs. 


That year she raised 4U4- turkeys aud 


sold all but fifty, which were reserved 
for breeders. From these she raised 
the following year 1,-lUO, of which 100 
wore kept. 15y this time she was using 
Incubators mid planted several acres to 
peeu stuff for food and lured two wo- 
men and several hoys to help care for 
the turkeys. Vvor and above all ex- 
penses she cleared $'2,5(K) the lifth year. 
The main food is bread and common!, 
with a little red pepper nnd a good 
quantity of green food.

Spare nothing in at- 
tendance and watch carefully after 
them, for it is first the breeders and 
then the chicks. Good, active and ener- 
getic breeding birds are what you 
should select and avoid the overcrowd- 
ing of the brocdins? pens. It is an un- 
disputed fact that fewer birds will 
produce in the long run more and better 
birds than if twice the number were 
kept in the same pens. Look well into 
the conditions and plan everything ac- 
cordingly. The mistakes you made last 
year should be avoided this, and to do 
this you must ever be on the alert— 
Feather.

The so called bushel box for pgcUcz 


and handling apples Is receiving in- 
creased attention each season. While 
It is by no means in general favor and 
while strong interests oppose it, this 
package has come to stay unless all 
signs fail. The west has been more 
ready to adopt the bushel or fifty 
pound bos than the orchard sections of 
the middle and eastern states. In fact, 
the Pacific northwest knows practical- 
ly nothing of barreled apples and for a 
number of years has handled its mer- 
chautable stock almost exclusively to 
the square package, and it is in great 
favor not only for the nearby markets, 
but for shipment abroad and to the 
east In fact, the appearance of these 
attractive packages in Chicago, in New 
York and in other eastern sections has 
in a way forced orchardists this side of 
the Rocky mountains to recognize and 
discuss its merits. 


The bushel box is largely in disfavor 


among the commission 
merchants. 


Where the package is popular and 
most in use it is of course-planned for 
the choice table grades rather than for 
ordinary fruit, which is bound to sell 
at low prices in any event 
While 


commission merchants of New York 
and Boston, for example, frown upon 
the proposition, it is worthy of note 
that in many instances they buy 
barreled apples of choice to fancy va- 
rieties and repack them in bushel 
boxes, which appeal at once to the fam- 
ily trade. 


What is quite lacking and is unques- 


tiorxa^ly needed is a standard size, so 
that^e bnshel or-fifty pound-..box as 
sent out ftftm Idaho or Arkansas may 
agree with a similar package originat- 
ing in Michigan or New York or New 
England. Investigation relative to the 
present attitude of horticultural so- 
cieties and the fruit trade now being 
made by Orange Judd Fanner points 
in an unquestioned manner to the in- 
creased interest noted. 
But it also 


shows a lack of agreement as to size 
and shape of package, generous sup- 
port of the proposition west of the 
Missouri river and here and there luke- 
waraness or hesitancy on the part of 
growers and dealers farther east. Hor- 
ticultural societies are taking up the 
matter 
everywhere, 
however, 
and, 


while their discussions the present 
winter and in recent months have not 
always led to definite action, the tend- 
ency is that -way.— Orange Judge 
Farmer. 


A Game-Guinea Cross. 


T. H. Skidmore, living near Bairds- 


town, Tex., is the possessor of a queer 
brood of hybrid fowls.

One of the guineas disappeared 
and in time brought back a brood of 
young chicks. They are now about half 
grown and of a nondescript species. 
Their heads aud feet and bills look like 
a chicken's, and one of them has a 
comb. They are speckled like a guinea^. 
but their color is brown instead of blue.l 
We havo seen throe birds of this kind 
of a cross. Two of these were at Me- 
chauicsburg, O., and the other was at 
Columbus, O. These hybrid fowls will 
not breed, It is said. The birds were 
shaped somewhat like a guinea fowl, 
but; the color was more like that of the 
sire.

Muscovy Ducks. 


If the Muscovy drake was hatched 


and raised by a hen, he will probably 
give trouble in the poultry yard, but if 
hatched by a duck of his race he will 
not trouble other fowls that do not first 
attack him. Mine are very quiet un- 
less attacked, and then the best game- 
'cock had better beware. 


The flesh of the Muscovy is excel- 


lent, in my opinion the best of ducks if 
oaten before the bird is four years old. 
-^n older one I have never tried. 
-"Ipjese Oucks will la.}; j:n the south eas- 
Iji(<ev!ery< month of the year.. I have hafl 
Muscovy eggs every month except Sep- 
tember and October. But they will not 
often lay more than fifteen before 
wanting to sit. Moreover, they are 
cheaper to keep than other ducks if 
they have their liberty. 


Being natives of Brazil, they are the 


duck par excellence for the south.—J.

Roanting Stock. 


W. H. Rudd, the Boston commission 


man, 
says persons having roasting 


stock during the late winter and early 
spring mouths should bear in mind that 
hard, "staggy" roosters hatched during 
the summer are considered soft roast- 
ing stock. Hard, "buddy" birds (so 
called) are in light demand and on our 
market grade but little better than old 
focUs, ordinary laying hens, in fact, be- 
ing much superior to thorn for roasters.

TRELLIS FOR SWEET PEAS. 


Plant* Will Not "Born" on It a« on 


•Wire Netting. 


The diagram shows the construction 


of the best and cheapest trellis we 
have ever used for sweet peas. The 
posts are of 2 by 4 inch stuff, each 
eight feet long, set two feet in the 
ground and sixteen feet apart. Narrow 
boards, 1 by 2 inches, are nailed to the 
top and bottom of the posts after set- 
ting. Small wire nails are driven parl 
way in six inches apart the entire 
length of the boards. 
The work is 


easier done if the nails are driven in 
before nailing the boards to the posts 
Let the nails in the top strip slant up- 
ward and those in the bottom one slant 
downward, to prevent the slipping of 
the netting from the nails. Nail the 
top strip on first, measure down on 
the post, driving in nails every six 
inches, aud then nail on the bottom 
strip. Have a ball of gardener's bunch-

ing twine (cost 5 cents), tie the end 
of the twine to the nail at the left up- 
per corner, cross diagonally to B, wind 
the twine once around the nail and go 
to C, then to D, etc. Draw the twine 
snug, and always wind once around 
each nail. Fill the entire frame, end- 
Ing at E. Tie tho twine very securely 
and break off. This is the warp. 


For the filling, tie the end of the 


twine to the nail marked F, cross to G, 
then to H, then to I, etc. Weave the 
filling into the warp by passing the 
ball alternately over nnd under the 
threads of the warp. Peas do better on 
a trellis of this kind thnn on brush or 
wire netting. We have no difficulty in 
coaxing them to climb to the top or be- 
yond. The .vines never burn on this 
trellis as they will on a wire one dur- 
ing the boated term. When the frost 
puts them out of business, cut the 
strings loose nt the four corners of tho 
frame, pull the vines, nnd the entire 
mass of vines and twine cnn be slipped 
off the frame in two minutes and cur- 
ried away to be burned on the rubbish 
heap. Any one who has tried to elenr 
the old vines from wire netting will 
npprociatc this easier wny of disposing 
of them.—llural New Yorker.

'THE APPLE ORCHARD. 


SEED BOXE".

Seed boxes can easily be constructed 


In the house and the new seeds planted 
in them be made to produce good sized 
plants by the time the ground is warm 
enough for'them To grow outside. In 
this way an excellent start of the sea- 
son can be obtained, says Ohio Farmer, 
which suggests some good arrange- 
ments for testing and forcing seeds. 


First obtain any long, narrow box 


or boxes from the grocer or dry goods 
store and arrange these on benches in 
some out of the way corner of the liv- 
ing> room. Of course they generally do

better near the stove, for there they 
can -get plenty of artificial heat, but 
not always is this strictly essential. 
Next fill up the bottom with a layer of 
stones and tiien with gravel, and final- 
ly with sandy loam or a rich leaf mold 
with sandy soil. Clear sand even Is 
good for the forcing seed boxes. 


Seeds planted in boxes thus arranged 


(see the figure) and covered with a 
slight layer of soil should have plenty 
of 'water sprinkled over them daily and 
considerable heat applied from below. 
In this way the seeds can be made to 
germinate in a few days, and if a few 
of -the seeds from the different pack- 
ages are used the percentage of those 
that germinate- can be noted. Indeed it 
is quite essential that this test should 
be applied 'whenever one is experi- 
menting with seeds that he knows 
nothing about. 


A good way is to arrange these seed 


boxes behind the stove in the kitchen, 
in which ease plants enough can be 
started to fill a 'good sized garden. It 
is also advisable that each box be la- 
beled, BO that the plants will not get 
mixed. 


UP TO DATE FARMING. 


a; Labor and Economtxlnff Time 


Alone All Line*. 


For the last two years it was next to 


impossible to hire help on the farm 
when needed, says L. W. Lighty in Na- 
tional Stockman. I planned along all 
lines to save labor. I use riding imple- 
ments where1, or I can to save energy 
to apply where it must be used. I built 
a small dairy house, and therein I con- 
centrated the dairy implements, and 
that saves a lot of time and work. I 
put in a gasoline engine to give motive 
power. By running the shaft on the 
outside of the house I connect it with 
the pumping jacks and pump water for 
the house and barn. Another belt runs 
the circular saw and saws the wood. 
A 800 foot rope transmits the power to 
the barn, where it runs the feed cut- 
tec, corn, shelter, etc. Another rope 
carries power to the house to run the 
washing machine. A 500 gallon tank 
in the barn gives a constant supply of 
water by simply opening a faucet. 


In tbe Home. 


In the bouse in the attic is a 400 gal- 


lon tank giving water pressure for a 
complete system of hot and cold water. 
closet, bathtub and all such conven- 
iences. All this water is elevated by 
burning a little gasoline. Turning a 
faucet is all the human energy needed 
to get water. Bat, say you, all this 
costs too much money. It does cost 
some, but it saves much more than It 
costs. A dime's worth of gasoline will 
pump more water or saw more wood or 
cut more fodder or churn more butter 
than a dollar's worth of human muscle 
will do. And my engine never growls 
and wants days off or gets drunk and 
cuts capers. It did cut a few capers 
until I understood its moods. A gaso- 
line engine beats a mule balking or 
working, depending on how much you 
know about the management. 


Waste Heat Utilised. 


The same fuel .that cooks my dinner 


beats a thirty gallon boiler of water by 
a circulating water front in the range. 
Hot and cold water are on tap at all 
times. Tbe boiler and pipes heat up- 
stairs and make the house comfortable 
with the heat that formerly was entire- 
ly wasted. Instead of running to the 
pump 159 times a day, traveling three 
or four miles, the water is just where 
it is, wanted upstairs and down. By 
having tbe feed and tools convenient 
and system and order in our proceed- 
ings ye can, of ten do twice as much in 
a day -as if we tackle everything In a 
Lelter skelter sort'of way.

gen. I would then put in a stiff, steady 
team and a good, strong plow aad 
break it up thoroughly to tbe depth 
of four or five inches. I would have a 


! man follow the plow with a good, sharp 
ax and give a smooth cut to all large 
roots that were broken. The trees 
themselves I should prune in a moder- 
ate way, no reckless cutting and slasb- 


, ing. I should wet the bodies and larger 
! limbs and «crape them thoroughly if 


I they were covered with rough bark 
that could be thus got off. 


Syria* aa« Sammer Care. 


Some time in March I should spray 


the trees -either with strong potash wa- 
ter or sulphate of copper wash; later, 
as the buds were swelling, a good 
spraying of bordeaux and probably an- 
other bordeaux spraying with some ar- 
senical poison mixture along in May or 
early June. Assuming that the plowing 
has all been done in April, and the ear- 
lier tbe better, I should give thorough 
culture through May, June and July 
with most approved implements at 
hand, A spring tooth harrow would 
serve tbe purpose best. A good liming 
of tbe land or a liberal dressing of 
hardwood ashes along the last of July 
and then seeding the whole to clover 
would be my way of finishing up tbe 
season. 


The 'Winter Treatment. 


The following winter I should grre 


whatever further pruning seemed desir- 
able and spray according to apparent 
needs; a little fertilizer in the spring if 
my pocketbook would stand it, and then 
start the harrows the minute frost and 
mud would admit and keep up the cul- 
tivation same as before. By the second 
year the orchard ought to begin to feel 
and show the results of such treatment 
and perhaps to do some business on its 
own account. Further annual treatment 
would continue along about the same 
lines, provided of course the results 
were such as to warrant it. Breaking 
and tearing as many roots as would be 
likely in this first plowing up would 
be'a great shock to the trees and prob- 
ably force a strong development of 
fruit buds the first year of cultivation, 
and so I should reasonably expect a 
fine crop of apples the second year, but 
it is one thing to expect results from 
an orchard and another to get them. 
A forty acre apple orchard rightly han- 
dled is worth a lot of money and ought 
to pay all the bills and leave a splendid 
profit on top of it. I am a btliever in 
culture and have mighty little sympa- 
thy with the general orchardists who 
expect to get success in any other way. 


' 
Batter Without Churning;. 


Butter without churning. They call it 


selective absorption. Four thicknesses 
of Turkish toweling are first put into a 
shallow pan, over which and formed to 
shape of pan and to fit inside of it 
snugly down on the absorbing towel is 
a white, heavy blotting paper. Into tbe 
paper pan the cream is poured and se- 
lective absorption does the rest. The 
water, casein and salts held in solution 
in the cream are absorbed by the paper 
and passed through into the towel. The 
butter fat not being in solution, but fat- 
ty and globular, cannot follow into tbe 
blotter and remains on top to be rolled 
off in a sheet of butter paste at the will 
of the operator, who can now work in 
the salt and form and fashion to his 
will. Churned butter is carefully han- 
dled not to destroy the grain either in 
churning or working, but from this but- 
ter paste of the new process the grain 
develops as the butter is worked. The 
absorption is completed In about thirty 
minutes and it is claimed for the meth- 
od that all the butter fat to the utter- 
most is recovered from the blotter, 
which it has not been found possible to 
do heretofore with the churn. The but- 
termilk is of course in the blotter and 
absorbing towel and can be expressed 
from the towel by an ordinary clothes 
wringer, or if one is in a hurry for a 
drink of it he may chew the rag.—Cor. 
National Stockman. 


planting; Pea*. 


Soil light and dry and not too rich 


suits the pea, which should be sown as 
soon as the ground can be worked and 
at intervals of ten days for succession. 
Sprouting them in a box of moist sand 
in a warm cellar before planting out- 
side will give a considerable gain in 
earliness. Peas grown carelessly in the 
garden for several seasons deteriorate 
and are not profitable seed. 


Th* ReralU' With soft Cora. 


Some of the feeders who bought soft 


corn'last fall because it was cheap are 
now coming forward with their experi- 
ence. >In general it is not very satis- 
factory. Most of them think that they 
would have found it more profitable to 
pay the price and get sound corn. Con-

Cr«Mfered «»d Hybrid 


Repaired For Cro»» 


In the breeding of plants the term 


cross bred is used when referring io 
the <Tossep. produced between different 
rarleties of the same species, and the 
word hybrid when speaking of new 
forms obtained by crossing such plants 
as are generally regarded as distinct 
species. In an interesting article in 
American Agriculturist by Dr. William 
Saunders of Canada on this topic, 
which is of so much real importance to 
farmers, occur the following items: 
The tools required in cross breeding are 
few, but a steady band has nn impor- 
tant bearing on the success of the work. 
The following is all that is needed: A 
pair of finely pointed forceps, some 
camel's hair pencils, paper and gauze 
bags large enough to inclose the 
branches on which the blossoms to be 
worked are situated, twine for tying 
these bags In place and a few wired la- 
bels to attach to the branches on which 
the number of the cross or other par- 
ticulars may be written. 


Operating on the Cereals. 


With wheat, barley and oats the proc- 


ess is much more difficult than with 
fruits. In working with wheat the 
head should be selected soon after it 
has pushed out from the sheath. This 
bead consists of a series of clusters 
known as spikelets, which are arranged 
alternately on opposite sides of the 
stalk. Later each spikelet will contain 
from two to five kernels of wheat. In 
the early stages of the growth of the 
head the kernels are not formed, but 
the hollow centers they are destined to 
fill are occupied by the more or less 
developed flowers of the plant. When 
operating on wheat to effect a cross 
the outer layer of chaff is torn off with 
the finely pointed forceps and the inner 
coating pulled back by seizing it near 
the tip and bending it downward, 
which exposes the flower. The anthers 
are then carefully examined and if 
their condition is sufficiently advanced 
to offer the possibility of any of the 
pollen having been shed the spikelet to 
which it belongs is torn oft" and other 
flowers opened until some are found in 
the desired condition with the stamens 
green but almost mature. These are re- 
moved with much care, as the slightest 
injury to the soft and delicate pistil 
will cause it to wither. The flower is 
then covered by replacing the inner 
coating of chaff in its natural position, 
After the removal of the stamens from 
a sufficient number of selected flowers 
all other portions of the head are torn 
off and rejected. 
FlOTrers Mn»t Be Handled Carefnllr- 


Having previously selected a head of 


the variety or species which is to serve 
as the male, flowers are sought for 
which contain anthers fully matured 
and covered with pollen. Then the in- 
dividual flowers which have been pre- 
pared for fertilization are opened 
again in succession, and the soft, feath- 
ery pistil is gently touched with one 
or more of the pollen laden anthers 
from the other variety until a percep- 
tible quantity of the fertilizing powder 
has boon applied, when the flower case 
is again closed. After all the flowers 
in a prepared head have been operate*1 
on it is wrapped in thin paper and so 
secured by lying as to prevent the pos- 
sibility of access of other pollen. As a 
further precaution the covered head is 
then tied to a piece of stick of bamboo 
cane, where it remains untouched until 
harvest time, when any kernels which 
have been formed will be mature and 
may be safely gathered. Each kernel 
when sown the following season will 
form the starting point of a, new varie- 
ty.

Method* ef Propaaatiair Front Seed. 


Tbe Keirer Caltare. 


Ic propagating frou seed two metb- 


ode are practiced, (I* sowing the seed 
in the open field without transplanting 
and (2) sowing the seed out of doors in 
the fall and transplanting to the perma- 
nent: plantation the following sp-ing. 
or sowing under glass In January, Feb- 
ruary or March, depending upon the 
latitude, aud transplanting to the field 
as ear'y as the sea>on will permit. 


Experiments have demonstrated that 


tbe transplanting system has the ad- 
vantage ol increasing size and yield. 


The plants receive a good start under 
glass before they are set in the field 
and thus have the full advantage of 
the cool spring weather, which is most 
favorable to rapid growth. When sown 
in the field, a mouth or more is con- 
sumed before the plants are fairly 
started. The large kind of globe onions 
are used for this "new onion culture," 
as it is called, and Prize Taker is a fa- 
vorite for both commercial and private 
use. It is of a pale straw colored exte- 
rior, but clear white Inside. It attains 
immense size, is of mild flavor and 
good keeping qualities.

getting for the sale of many pecks a 
price far in advance of what could be 
procured two weeks after. 


Early Ohio is one of the grandest of 


all the extra early potatoes. I lik* its 
shape and color. It is inclined to tt» 
nearer round and has a tfkin the color 
of tbe Rose. It does not yield as heav- 
ily as some others, but as the vine does 
not develop such gross foliage it can be 
planted very much closer. It gives 
tubers of a practically uniform size, is 
fine in flavor and is a desirable variety, 
as it can be used long before fully de- 
veloped as well as later. 


So far I am inclined to hold to Early 


Ohio and New Queen for extra early 
and also for table and market use. 


The New Queen being such a strong 


grower as well as a grand yielder, It 
can be grown far apart and will there- 
fore not require as much seed ns some 
others. Perhaps on this account It Is to 
be preferred for the market gardener. 


In the later potatoes there was none 


which yielded with the White Ele- 
phant and Yellow Elephant, yet Green 
Mountain is about if not quite their 
equal, yet there are marked differences 
—Green Mountain is preferable in 
shape, being more oval, while the Ele- 
phants are long and inclined to be 
more or less irregular. The flesh of all 
is white, and they are all good keepers

AMERICAN FORESTRY. 


A New Career With PromUlnw Pro»- 


pectM For Vonmt Men. 


The young forester has prospects of 


a salary that equals or slightly exceeds 
that of the college professor, and the 
location of his home will usually make 
his necessary living expenses less than 
those of the teacher. Within a decade 
he may be in the employ of a railroad 
company and have charge of many 
pieces of woodland which he will be 
able to reach easily by rail. lie may 
secure a position ns a state forester or 
as a member of a. state corps. This is a 
promising field. Several of our forested 
states are coming into the possession 
of abandoned stump lands, and the 
care of them requires a forester who 
cnn supervise the work, look after Li.e 
public interests and disseminate infor- 
mation among the people. The state of 
New York is even buying up hundreds 
of square tniles of woodland to add to 
its forest reserve. The t'nited States 
government has a constancy Increas- 
ing need for men. The public holdings 
are tremendous. For each of the last 
three years the forestry appropriation 
has been doubled and the work that is 
being don° for the private citizens is 
growing ns rapidly as are the appro- 
priations. Those government foresters 
are in aftendance in the department at 
Washington during the winter, but 
with the coming of spring they are 
scattered throughout the United States. 
They go to the woods of New England, 
of the south and of the west and return 
in the fall to make out their reports in 
the oflice. Eventually a large part of 
our government force will be stationed 
in various parts of the west nearer to 
tho center ol' the greatest activity in 
public forestry. 


Lumber anil Piipor Company. 


Another class of positions will bo 


with the lumber and paper companies. 
From all sections of the country these 
companies are inquiring into the meth- 
ods of conservative forestry and, a^ 
has been shown, some are already em- 
ploying foresters, while others will 
probably follow their example. The 
men so employed will spend a large 
part of the time in the forests under 
their care, but in the winter season 
some of them, busy with their oflice 
work, will be located for a few mouths 
in the town or city headquarters of 
their corporation. This will enable their 
children to have the advantage of bet- 
ter schooling thnii that afforded by a 
paper factory town or a sawmill town. 


The American Fnrenter'n Fntnre. 
Wherever he may be, the nvorngu 


American forester during the next thir- 
ty years will have a very different task 
from that of his European counterpart, 
lu Europe everything la 
carefully 


worked out and reduced to system. The 
forests are cropped as regularly and as 
methodically as a farm. One forest 
crop is followed by another In regular 
lotation, niul every phase of the ques- 
tion is definitely known and recorded in 
a forester's manual. In America the 
field still lies open for original work.— 
J. Russell Smith in Foruui.

The compound in the bitter 
weed which gives milk a bitter taste n 
held very largely if not entirely in the 
milk serum. The more completely the 
serum is separated from the, fat the 
less is the degree of bitterness in the 
cream. 


Wild onion flavor was not removed 


from cream by mixing it with water 
and then running it through the cr^nm 
separator, Xo method was found by 
which the onion flavor could be re- 
moved from either milk or cream. Tho 
compound in the wild onion which 
gives milk .a bad flavor is held very 
largely if not entirely by the fat, and 
the more completely tbe serum Js Repn- 
ratPd from the fat the more concen- 
trated is the onion flavor In tbe cream.

Since 
its outbreak in that city, it has been 
the custom 'to give the name of the 
person afflicted, and their street and 
address.

health board.

have complained because their names 
appear, while in othor contagious dis' 
cases, such 
as 
diphtheria, scarlet 


fever and the measles, simply

street and number were given.
